Satellite Plans To 
Open Whole New Era 


PHILADELPHIA UB — A promi­ 
nent Philadelphia astronomer pre­ 
dicted today that the launching of 
a space satellite will be successful 
. and will be followed by “s p a c e 
•idatform s” manned by humans by 
1980 and “interplanetary travel by 
the year 2007.” 
Dr. I. M. Levitt, director of the 
Eels Blanetarium 
here, 
hailed 
the announcement of U. S. plans 
to iannch a space satellite with­ 
in two years and called it “the 
finest 
substitute 
for 
war the 
world has ever known.” 
“ lf we come to space travel and 
gjjve are on our way, a global effort 
will be required for success,” he 
said, adding; 
“ All of the world’s countries will 
have to participate in such an un­ 
dertaking, and there will be no 
worries about the war or time for 
war, because this will be a full­ 
time project.” 
Dr. Levitt has been an advocate 
of launching space devices and last 
^vear at the 5th International As- 
.‘‘ronautical Federation Congress in 
Austria he predicted a man-made 
“ moon,” would be launched before 
1959.

PRESIDENT Eisenhower yester­ 
day approved a plan to devise and 
launch a space satellite to check 
conditions beyond the earth’s at­ 
mosphere by 1958. 
About the size of a basketball, 
i^he satellite would sail for days or 
weeks 200 to 300 miles above the 
earth.

Congress Must Face 5 Major 
Bills Before It Can Adjourn 


WASHINGTON UP — Weary Sen­ 
ate and House members trooped 
back to the Capitol today for what 
most of them hoped would be the 
last day and night of the 1955 con­ 
gressional session. 
But there was no assurance 
they could adjourn finally to­ 
night. House leaders, in fact, 
scheduled 
some 
business, for 
Monday although hopes for a 
windup early tomorrow had not 
been abandoned. 
The Senate sat until 11:50 last 
night, struggling with a crowded 
calendar of relatively minor bills. 
It had a lot of business left when 
it quit. 
Senate leaders insisted they still 
were aiming for adjournment to­ 
night. 
Five major pieces of legislation 
remained on the session’s must 
list, along with a raft of minor 
bills of keen interest to individual 
lawmakers. The five are: 
1. A housing bill extending nu­ 
merous government program s vi­ 
tal to the nation’s home-seekers 
and the construction industry. 
"* * * 
2. A BILL hiking the minimum 
wage from 75 cents 
to $1. The 
compromise 
version passed the 
Senate last night; the House 
is 
expected to send it to the Presi­ 
dent today. 
3. A Defense Production Act ex­ 
tending various powers needed in 
the mobilization effort. 
4. A catch-all money bill carry­ 
ing about $1.6 billion in funds for 
dozens of government agencies. 
5. A $92 million legislative ap­ 


propriations bill to run Congress, 
final money measure of the ses­ 
sion. 
The hottest remaining dispute is 
expected to swirl around the hous­ 
ing bill. 
If it isn’t passed the Federal 
Housing Administration will run 
out of authority to insure home 
loans, and various other p r o ­ 
grams will expire. 
A bitter fight centers around the 
public 
housing 
sections 
of 
the 
measure. 
President Eisenhower asked for 
authority to build 35,000 public 
housing units annually in the next 
two years. But the House, w i t h 
Republicans t a k i n g the lead, 
stripped from the measure all new 
public housing starts before pass­ 
ing the bill yesterday. 
The Senate version, passed sev 
eral 
weeks 
ago, 
provided for 
135,000 units a year for four years. 
There were indications the con­ 
ference agreement might return to 
the President’s program.

Each To Pass 


$1,094,860 Tagged 
As Total Expense Of 
Last Ohio Assembly

Assembly cost Ohio tax p ay ers less 
than two years ago.

Legislators introduced 1,355 bills j 
in the session th a t began Jan. 3' 
and ended with final adjournm ent 
on July 13. 


But they enacted only 331 of the 
proposals, 17 of them over Gov. j 
F rank J. L ausche's veto. 
Approxim ate cost of running the 
6*2 month session of the legisla­ 
ture totaled $1,094,860. Divide the 
num ber of enactm ents into that 
total and you get a cost of nearly 
$3,308 
per 
law. 
Sim ilar 
figures 
placed the cost of 1953 enactm ents 
at about $3,835 each. The 1953 ses­ 
sion 
extended 
3l2 
weeks 
longer 
than the 1955 session. 
Officials 
em phasized 
that 
cost 
figures 
w ere 
approxim ate. 
They 
said several printing and o t h e r 
bills have yet to be paid. And the 
cost of running the legislative halls 
and offices with reduced staffs con­ 
tinues after sessions. 
Legislators 
m eet 
every 
t w o 
years in reg u lar session. The 33 
senators 
and 136 
representatives 
usually take about six months to 
com plete 
their 
work 
unless 
re ­ 
called in special session. 
They 
receive $3,200 a y ear in 
salary during their p resent two- 
y e a r term s. Starting Jan. I, 1957, 
they will get $5,000 a year. During 
the reg u lar session legislators got 
$400 a 
month for seven

because of hotel and other expens­ 
es while in Colum bus. The rest of 
their pay will be pro-rated over 
the rem a in d er of their term s. 
R epresentatives received a total i 
of $380,000 during th eir 
s e v e n - 
m onth stint. Senators got $92,400. 
E ach legislator also received an 
allow ance of IO cents a mile for 
the round-trip betw een his home 
an d the capitol each week of the 
session, w hether he m ad^ the trip 
o r not. 
M ileage allowances totaled about 
$76,000 for representatives and $21,- 
757 for senators. 
T he pay of clerks, stenographers,

P rin tin g costs ate up some $146,-

supplies ran about $23,000 in the 
h o u s e and $10,100 in the Senate, of­ 
ficials reported.

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“WEAKNESS IN STRENGTH’ 
ADMIRAL Radford warns that the conc­ 
iliatory gestures Russia and China have 
been making with much ado of late should 
not be regarded as evidence of internal 
weakness. The chairman 
of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff has told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that, in his opinion, the 
two communist nations are still very much 
in control of their own peoples and are like­ 
ly to continue as collaborators for some 
time, to their mutual advantages. 
It devolves, of course, on this country’s 
top military man to keep up the nation's 
defensive guard by not underestimating the 
enemy, regardless of how hard he tries 
to dissemble his true position. 
There is considerable plausibility in Ad­ 
miral Radford’s assumption that when a 
totalitarian government shows weakness, it 
m ust feel secure in its strength. Hence 
■when Khrushchev and Bulganin dashed off 
to Belgrade to eat humble pie—or to drink 
the Bulgarian equivalent of vodka—they 
were scarcely risking Russia’s hold over 
the satellites. 
It is not likely that Russia would im ­ 
peril its grip over the iron curtain puppets 
merely to bring one pawrn back into the 
fold. The Soviets, in short, still felt plenty 
tough. 
To paraphrase the late George Orwell, 
rem arkably prophetic political phrasemak- 
er, the communists m ay indeed be demon­ 
strating weakness through strength. What­ 
ever the tactic, the goal remains unswer- 
ing—to yiflict communism on all the peo­ 
ples of the earth. 


MENACE TO OIL 
AS IN THE case in many areas nowa­ 
days, the midcontinent oil producing re­ 
gion is looking to Washington, D. C., for 
assurance that there will not be painful de­ 
velopments in the industry whieh supports 
prosperity in many states. 
Legislation is being completed in Con­ 
gress by which the President will be auth­ 
orized to cut back imports of commodities 
theatening the national security. This will 
include oil. 
If the domestic industry is weakened by 
imports, it will become unprofitable to drill 
m arginal wells and there will be a dam ­ 
per on exploration. The big American com­ 
panies with production abroad are report­ 
ed to have promised to cut back. Yet im­ 
ports at the high m ark had reached 18 per 
cent of domestic production. American pro­ 
ducers oppose imports in excess of IO per 
cent of domestic output. 
Standard Oil of Ohio, a buyer in the Mid- 
continient region, flew a danger signal by 
cutting the price 15 cents a barrel. No other 
purchaser has followed that lead, but it 
is logical to assume that price cuts will 
follow unless imports are reduced. 
To avoid a glut, conservation laws have 
been applied by Texas, Louisiana, Okla­ 
homa and Kansas to reduce production in 
those states by more than 400,000 barrels 
a day. But the conservation lines cannot 
be held forever. 


SLIM PICKINGS 
BEFORE THE white man settled this 
continent, as afterward, the Indians didn’t 
have it so good. The big problem of the 
improvident, nomadic tribes before the Eu­ 
ropean interlopers threatened their Garden 
of Eden was to find enough to eat to keep 
body and soul together. Without working, 
that is. 
The dietary deficiency was especially 
troublesome in the winter. A recent study 
of Jesuit records of explorations made in 
the Great Lakes region about 1650 reveals 
that the Aborigines often subsisted on boil­ 
ed acorns, black lichen broth, tubers of 
groundnuts and yellow lilies. 
When things got really rough they strip­ 
ped oak basswood bark and cooked it as 
a stew with water in which fish had been 
prepared. Acorns were regarded as second 
to wild rice as a vegetable staple. In their 
more antipsocial moments Indians also re­ 
portedly resorted to garlic baked or cook­ 
ed. 
As soon as warm weather returned, all 
the good braves could fill up with, meat, 
vegetables and wild fruit, followed by an­ 
other lean winter. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


Internation politics from the American 
standpoint, in the middle of the Twent­ 
ieth Century, is an art directed: 
I. To 
avoid war; 2. To prevent politieo-teogra- 
phical changes. Art with a purpose is dif­ 
ficult to pursue and the artists are few 
in number. 
There is no question but that, on our 
side. John Foster Dulles does rem arkab­ 
ly well, for all the accusations against him 
by the Russia-worshippers; 
M o l o t o v , 
whose art is employed in the opposite di­ 
rection, namely to achieve politico-graph­ 
ical changes while avoiding war, is a m as­ 
ter craftsman but not an imaginative art­ 
ist. 
It would appear, from such surface evi­ 
dence as we have, that Khrushchev may 
turn out to be the genius of our age into 
this field. His pre-Geneva stage-setting was 
the greatest nations ever achieved in the 
acheived in the memory of man. 
In this difficult art of doing what one 
sets out to do in international affairs with­ 
out leading to war, prestige is an enor­ 
mous factor. Franklin D. Roosevelt built 
the prestige of Stalin by going to Teheran 
and Yalta, but Eisenhower did not add to 
the prestige of any Russian by going to 
Geneva. Stalin never came to the United 
States and once he attained 
power, he 
never went to any Western European city. 
(Potsdam was in Russian-conquered ter­ 
ritory.) Khrushchev went to Geneva and 
broke the spell of the Iron Curtain. 
(All the stuff about Bulganin and Zhukov 
can be forgotten. Bulganin is handsome 
window-dressing; Zhukov is a soldier en­ 
slaved to the Communist Party. If those 
who wrote columns of type about these 
clothes horses would spend as much time 
reading the canon of Marxism-Leninism, 
they would know that the Government of 
Russia is a temporal arm of the Commun­ 
ist Party, which is the political express­ 
ion of the Marxist Church, whose m as­ 
ter is Khrushchev, the successor to Stal­ 
in.) 
Although from the standpoint of actual 
achievement, Geneva goes down as an his­ 
toric failure, Eisenhower emerges from it 
with somewhat added prestige, because he 
never let down his dignity or that of his 
country. The Russians may practice chi­ 
canery, but they do not like a charlatan. 
As a m atter of fact, they behaved better 
at Geneva because our delegation was 
more dignified. 
It is like a Chinese polygamist of the 
old days growing pirate when a Western 
Christian took a mistress. For the Chinese, 
a few concunbines was customary 
and 
fitting and even moral; for the Christian 
the 
same conduct 
involved 
hypocrisy, 
cheating, deceit and a rejection of funda­ 
mental doctrine. 
Therefore, a Russian does not expect an 
American to act out of character. That is 
why our present Ambassador, Charles Bo- 
hlen, is more respected than was Joseph 
Davies. A man who could conduct himself 
as “mission to Moscow” describes just 
does not belong. We should always send 
professionals to such countries as Russia 
and China; the am ateurs look ridiculous 
to people who are expert-conscious. 
So this is the gain at Geneva: President 
Eisenhower, 40 years or more a profes­ 
sional in government operations, long in 
the service-conscious upper echelons of the 
Army, maintained the dignity and prest­ 
ige of his person, his office and his coun­ 
try. He was, from all accounts, affable, 
gay, talkative, but never so intimate that 
the Conference turned into a vodka bout 
as you may read in Elliott Roosevelt’s 
; description of his father’s meeting with 
the Russians which he attended. 
There is something 
of 
distance 
and 
good manners than an man learns when he 
spends most of his life saluting his equals 
and superiors and being saluted by his 
juniors. One learns just how far to go in 
affability; one knows when not to turn 
good-will into comradarie. 
I am sure that the Russians understand 


I Eisenhower, appreciate his virtues and 
know when he gets mad. This is an asset, 
although many Americans of this genera­ 
tion believe that unless you call a man by 
his first name the first time you see him, 
| you are not a good guy. Eisenhower does 
not need to be a good guy; he is President 
I of the United States. 
Suming up the whole situation at Gen­ 
eva, it appears to me that this is all that 
we gained at Geneva. And it 
is 
very 
much. The new Russian leaders needed 
; to know the new American Administration 
with which they have to deal. Now they 
know.

Salt Beats The Heat 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
PLENTY of water and salt—un­ 
less you have a condition that 
makes your doctor advise against 
it—that is the secret for beating 
the heat and humidity which 
crumples many of us during these 
hot summer days. 
If you’re young and healthy, 
you probably can withstand just 
about any climatic heat you’re 
likely to encounter, providing you 
take adequate amounts of water 
and salt. If you're older, this is 
even more important. 
Hot Sun Rays 
Those hot rays from the sun 
can cause sunburn all right, but 
they will not cause heat stroke if 
heat is dissipated properly from 
your body. 
Of course, you should avoid 
overexposure to the sun. And you 
m ust avoid overexertion, too. 
Don’t become unduly fatigued. 
You can drink alcohol, if you nor­ 
mally do, but be sure to take it in 
moderation. 
Light Clothing 
Light, loose clothing is advis­ 
able and large, light-colored hats 
probably will help keep your head 
cool. Cold baths and swimming in 
cool water, naturally, will also 
cool you. 
But most important of all, you 
must offset your fluid and salt 
loss. You have millions of per­ 
spiration glands. Through these 
and your kidneys, you lose about 
three quarts of water daily. You 
must Immediately and continu­ 
ously replace this loss. 


I 
On extremely hot days, yoi 
may need to drink eight glassei 
of fluids for comfort. A man doing 
hard, physical work may con­ 
sume more. 
f 
Probably, the best way to make 
sure you get enough water is by 
a sort of “force feeding” method. 
Set up a drinking schedule and 
drink a glass of water at regular 
intervals whether or not you are 
thirsty. 
Increased loss of salt through 
sweating can cause a severe re­ 
action. In a few cases, it might 
even be fatal. To counteract this 
loss, you should salt your foods 
f 
abundantly. If you can't get 
enough salt that way, you’ll prob­ 
ably have to take salt tablets. 
Many business offices and fac­ 
tories keep them on hand near 
the drinking fountains. 
In very hot weather you might 
for comfort need a daily ration as 
high as three-quarter* of an 
ounce of salt. Don’t try any self- 
imposed low sodium diets during 
the hot weather. 
^

THERE are more nurses in the 
United States, in 
proportion 
to 
population, than there 
were 
in 
1945. It is estimated that 390,000 
nurses are working now, and that 
500,000 will be needed by 1900. 
The shortage of registered nurs­ 
es created two rather new posi­ 
tions in the nursing service of ho­ 
spitals—-the practical nurse 
and 
the nurse aide. As registered nurs­ 
es were needed in supervisory 
capacities, others had to be train- I 
ed to do the more routine tasks of 
the bedside nursing. 
Ohio has just passed a bill to 
license practical nurses. I should 
imagine it will take a year to 18 
months before hospitals can take 
full advantage of this new law. 
Team nursing will then reach 
its peak in Ohio, as it has done 
in other states. This team will 
be composed 
of a 
registered 
nurse, one or two practical nurs­ 
es, and one or two nurse aides. 
The coordination of this team is 
the responsibility of the register­ 
ed nurse. I have seen it used to 
great advantage, and it leads to 
better nursing, better job classifi­ 
cation 
for 
nursing 
personnel, 
smoother organization, and great­ 
er satisfaction on the part of the 
patient.

Safely Precautions 
Should Be Taught 
To First Grader 


(Third in a series.) 
In the first two articles, George 
McDowell, county superintendent 
of .schools, outlined some of the 
contents of a booklet published for 
parents whose children are enter­ 
ing the first grade. 
* * * 
“ Your child’s health is extreme­ 
ly important in his 
school suc­ 
cess,” advises McDowell 
in 
his 
booklet. 
He lists a number of health 
habits which the c h i l d should 
have developed: 
1. Have IO to 12 hours of sleep 
every night. 
2. Eat a good breakfast every 
morning. 
3. Come to school with c l e a n 
body, clean hair, clean fingernails 
and ordinary clean, comfortable 
clothing. 
4. Be trained to brush t e e t h 
daily. 
5. Know how to use a handker­ 
chief properly, covering his 
(or 
her) mouth and nose when cough­ 
ing or sneezing. 
6. Keep hands, clothing a n d 
any m aterials away from mouth, 
nose and ears. 
7. Not to eat or drink from uten­ 
sils used by others. 
8. Secure plenty of fresh air and 
exercise daily. 
9. Your child should eat regular­ 
ly and have a balanced diet. 
10. Your child should be check­ 
ed for eye and ear defects, tooth 
cavities, 
undernourishment 
and 
tiredness, all of which may affect 
school work. 
*

“ NO SICK CHILD should be sent 
to school,” McDowell points out. 
“ No well child should be kept at 
home.” 
Before 
a 
child 
starts 
school, 
parents should instruct him (or 
her) in many safety precautions 
such as: 
1. 
Know his 
(or her) 
full 
nam e, parents’ name, address 
and phone number. 
2. How to wait for the school 
bus at the side of the highway. 
3. How to get on and off the 
bus safely. The child should be 
told to take a seat and remain 
there until reaching the school 
or home. 
4. The most direct and safest 
way to school and how to go di­ 
rectly home from school. 
5. The need to walk on side­ 
walk and to cross streets only 
at the proper crossings. 
6. The danger of passing cars, 
of playing on the streets, a n d 
the necessity of obeying traffic 
signals and signs. 
7. Obeying members of the 
school patrol. 
“ If your child walks to school,” 
McDowell says, “ at least one of 
the parents should practice t h e 
trip with the child, visit the school 
grounds and get acquainted with 
the route to school several days 
before school begins.”
